The legislators failed to pick 
a President in the first ballot- 


ing. None of the candidates got 
anywhere near the needed ma- 
jority of 465. 

Premier Joseph Laniel, con- 
sidered one of the top possibili- 
ties, got only 155 votes in the 
first round. He was second in 
the list headed by Marcel Ed- 
mond Naegelen, Socialist, who 
received 160. Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault ran third with 
131, followed by Yvon Delbos, 
Radical Socialist prewar foreign 
minister, with 129. 

It was expected that no de- 
cision would be reached until a 
third or possibly fourth vote. 
With nearly all of the total 946 
senators and deputies present in 
the 900-seat assembly hall, the 
voting and counting in each 
round of balloting was expected 
to take about four hours.

President Eisenhower begins today a series 
of widely heralded conferences with Republi- 
can congressional leaders, including all the com- 
mittee chairmen of Senate and House. The 
purpose is te formulate the positive and con- 
structive legislative program which, so the 
President has said, will determine whether the 
voters next fall give his party a vote of con- 
fidence. 

The seriousness and careful planning that have 
gone into the current White House conferences, 
first with Cabinet members‘and then with the 
congressional leaders, testify to a belief in the 
highest Administration circles that a crisis of 


‘some sort is at hand. 


The nature of the crisis was well stated a 
few weeks.ago by Representative Richard M. 
Simpson of Pennsylvania, chairman of the Re- 
publican Congressional Campaign Committee, 
whose job it is to try to strengthen the G.O.P. 
hold on Congress at the 1954 elections. Facing 
Democratic victories at this year’s by-elections, 
Mr. Simpson said: “We haven't done anything 


we can sell to the people and get votes, We have | 


got to make a record next year. I don't think 
we've got a right to win if we don't.” 
* . . 

This is a political cliche, the only surprising 
thing about it being that it took the Administra- 
tion the better part ot a year in office to learn 
what should have been apparent months ago. 
In effect, the President is now backing up and 
starting over. He is trying to do in fiis second 


year what most Chief Executives do in their 


first—exert upon his party and upon Congress 
the political leadership for which presidents are 
elected. p 


Two theories have been advanced to explain 
this change of strategy. The first is that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower planned it that way—that he 
deliberately spent his first year spying out the 
ground, and is now ready, reconnaissance com- 
pleted, to begin the grand offensive. The sec- 
ond is that the President as a novice to polities 
did not know at first what was expected of him, 
but has learned fast and decided to strike out 
on a bold course. 


Whatever the correct explanation, the asser- 
tion of stronger leadership by the President can 
only be welcomed. He is, after all, the choice 
of 34,000,000 Americans who gave him a great 
personal mandate in the full expectation that it 
would be exercised. The same 34,000,000 people 
deliberately and consciously withheld any such 
mandate from the Republican party as such. 
Their decision on the G.O.P, they kept in re- 
serve, and probably still do.

It will not, as the President surely knows, be 
enough merely to assert leadership. The test 
will be in the results—first, what kind of Ad- 
ministration program the current conferences de- 
velop, and next, what kind of program Congress 
finally adopts, and by whose votes. ; 

Is the Administration going to develop a real 
and meaningful legislative program, reflecting 
a coherent political philosophy and a grasp of 
realities today? Or just the pretense of a pro- 
gram, for show-window purposes? 


If the Administration does no niore than strike 
an average among conflicting points of view, 
and slap together a catch-all prospectus con- 
taining a little something for everybody, surely 
it is-doomed to failure. That is what the Presi- 
dent’s advisory committee on housing appears to 
have done. The Administration had better make 
up its mind to do ‘much better than this com- 
mittee, on, housing and on many other issues, 
if the new phase of its career is to be regarded 
as a dynamic one.

The New Statesman and Nation, a London pub- 
lication, has just concluded that the Chinese 
Communist charges of germ warfare were a “de- 
liberate lie.” The weekly has studied the prompt 
repudiation of germ warfare “confessions” by re- 
turning American war prisoners, and concludes 
that “the evidence of 76 Americans” was not 
fabricated. 

Americans will not muster much gratitude for 
the New Statesman’s late verdict. And this is not: 
just because most of the world rejected the Com-

But why should the New Statesman, or any 
non-Communist publication, ever have put the 
faintest credence in such a preposterous charge?

Dickson Terry's frightened and frightening re- 
port en dolis—their rapid increase in numbers 
and the growing diversity of their talents---com- 
pels us to revise our ndtions of the future. 

Ever since running onto Anthony -Standen, 
then an expert on bug-killers for Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries, we were convinced that the in- 
sects would inherit the earth. Standen estimated 
the world’s population at well ever 2,000,000,000, 
but said there were at least that many insects in 
or on every square mile of the globe's land sur- 
face—with the exception of the polar ice caps— 
and another 5,000,000 in the air over every square 
mile, Still more were to be found in the waters. 

These figures probably are much toe low by 
now since Standen pointed out that two house 
files could between April and August produce 
191,010,000,000,000,000,000 descendants--or 4.8 
trillion tong of flies at the rate of 20,000 to the 
pound; The average mosquito, flea, louse, moth, 
tick, termite or weevil is denied the pride of 
such progeny by the vicissitudes of @ Nature 
which indulges in pampering only in fairy tales. 

The bugs, however, are quite good at taking 
care of themselves; witness the speed with which 
they immunized themselves against DDT, No 
matter how much bigger his braih, man has not 
even started to make himself safe against atomic 
explosion and radiation. So whe would give him 
@ chance, in the long run, against the insects? 

But then came Mr. Terry's report in a recent 
Post-Dispatch on the proliferation of dolls and 
their success in learning to talk, walk and take 
advantage of the latest developments in the 
comic strips. And what chance does @ mosquite 


have to infect a doll of Bisque, porcelain or plas- 
tic? Maybe the insects will have to accept. the 
multiplying dolls as partners. in a world-wide 
condominium. Or maybe the inability to- infect a 
leg or an arm of leather and sawdust as though 
it were one of flesh and blood may bring the 
bugs to suicidal frustratien. way oes 

Or is it possible that with growing hair, liquid 
tears, enlarging vocabularies and mink coats, 
dolls are on the way te becoming so human that 
they, too, will fall victims of our insect enemies?

for them. That is true, so far ag it goes; it just 
doesn't go far enough. 

If the Metropolitan District were to pay cash 
for the facilities the cost would run te $50,- 
000,000 or more, And where would this money 
come from? From the people of the District, of 
course. They would be paying for something 
they already own. 

Moreover, having paid for What they already 
own, the people of the District would not as 
individuals receiye the proceeds of the sale. 
If the District paid the municipalities and the 
smaller districts for existing sewers, the. money 
would go not to the individual citizen but to a 
governmental unit. Thus the citizen, as a tax- 
payer in the Metropolitan District, would be the 
buyer of his own sewer system, but as a resi- 
dent in a smaller jurisdiction he would not re- 
ceive the proceeds. 3 


Other arguments are aimed to play on the 
fears of people in one paft of the county—or 
the city, for that matter—that somehow or other 
the Metropolitan District will bill them for the 
cost of sewer construction benefiting others, 
This is not true, No major sewer line can be 
constructed without the people who will bene- 
fit by it having the opportunity te vote on 
whether they want it and are willing te pay 
for it. 


Slick politicians used the same technique of 
playing on the fears of the people to defeat the 
proposed City Charter in St. Louis three years 
ago. In that case, the fear they spread was the 
fear of higher taxes. What the opponents were 
desperately afraid of then was that the Charter 
might clip their wings, although they never 
breathed a word on that subject. It would be 
a shame if history were to repeat itself in the 
case of the sewer district.

The Lingo of Ambiguity 

We regret that one of the anti-cigarette ex- 
perts is saying: “The prolonged and heavy use 
of cigarettes increases up Ao 20 times the risk 
of developing cancer of the lung.” 

We regret it because the expert in question, 
Dr. Ernest L. Wynder, has here adopted the 
vague and virtually meaningless language which 
the advertising men have developed to a high. 
pitch of ambiguity. Nowadays cleansers cleanse 
up to 20 times cleaner, soaps smell up to 10 
times sweeter, and cigarettes are up to five times 
safer than “other leading brands.” 

The reason this has become a leading cliche 
of advertising, used up to 20 times more fre. 
quently than in the past, is that it is so delight- 
fully unpinnable down. ‘i 

“Up to 20 times safer" could mean 20 times 
safer, or one tite safer, or even @ fractional 
one-tenth of 1 per cent safer. So when Dr. Wyn- 
der says cigarettes increase the risk of lung 
cancer “up to 20 times,” he is using the jargon 
of advertising and not of science. 4 

In view of the tobacco companies’ charge of 
“loose talk,” all of the medical experts dealing 
with this subject would do well to speak as 


“precisely as Dr. Evarts A. Graham of St. Louis 


habitually does. Otherwise, the experts are 
liable to lose up to 10 times as many respectful 
listeners as they would otherwise have.

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Alabama’s Step Forward 

Alabama voters have taken a step in the right ° 
direction by amending their Constitution to elim-. 
inate the accumulative feature of their poll tax. 

Until now, before an Alabaman was allowed 
to vote he had to pay $1.50 a year all the way 
back to the year when he became old enough 
to vote. This was the harshest provision in the 
poll tax laws of the five Southern states which 
still retain the poll tax. Twenty thousand white 
women were estimated to have been kept from 
the ballot box by the accumulative provision. 

With @ good start, the voters of -Alabama 


should finish the job by eliminating the poll.

Our Hesdecs Mark a 75th Anniversary 


Sam B. Armstrong's review of Post- 
Dispatch achievements in the anniver- 
sary edition picturesquely described the 
primitive method used in 1878 to get the 
newspaper to its readers and mentioned 
the man who pushed the “creaking 
wheelbarrow.” 

He was Anthony Brown, a small, frail, 
and pious Negro, who spent practically 
his entire life in the employ of the Post- 
Dispatch. He was working for either 
the Post or the Dispatch when Joseph 
Pulitzer purchased the papers, and while 
other employes came and departed at 
regular intervals, Anthony remained— 
faithful, trusted and highly regarded. 

As a youth, I was employed in the 
business office of the Post-Dispatch, and 
knew Mr. Brown, who was then an elder- 
ly man with a goatee. I often heard him 
tell of early days on the Post-Dispatch. 

Anthony considered himself an im- 
portant part of the newspaper, and in- 
deed he was. Among his many early 
responsibilities was that of transporting 
the papers to the Post Office, where 
they were picked up by carriers and de- 
livered te the homes of readers, a cus- 
tom still followed by rural newspapers. 
Sometimes Anthony would take them to 
the Post Office in his wheelbarrow, and 
other times in two sacks on his back. 

Brown was the oldest employe of the 
Post-Dispatch in point of service at the 
time the first distribution was made 
te employes from the Pulitzer Endow, 
ment Fund. He received hetween $3500 
and —a tidy sum in those days for 

, and a king’s ransom to Anthony 


, a porter. 
With the gift, he bought a home in 


» which he lived until the end of his days, 


and when he died, the Post-Dispatch 
gave him as much space as a potentate 
would receive today, a tribute well 
earned by Anthony Brown.

Since then, through experi- 
ence in depression and in the 
Second World War and the Ko- 
rean war, we all have learned 
much about taxes—how hard 
they are to get in hard. times 
and how staggering they can 
become in all-out global war. 
We have learned, ‘too, how the 
nation’s wealth can be more 
equitably redistributed by taxes, 
and thus furnish purchasing 
power props under prosperity to 
sustain it, and how taxes also 
can sop up excess purchasing 
power to curb inflation. 

The function of taxes in 


keeping balance in our economy, | the 


as well as of meeting the needs 
of cold war, is a paramount 
consideration in the problem 
ahead. ~In the first instance 
this involves the automatic ex- 
piration of certain taxes after 
the first of the year. Altogether, 
on an annual basis, they account 
for $8,500,000,006 of revenue. 


Sales Tax Urged. 


They represent increases im- 
posed in 1951 to help pay for 
the Korean war. Under the 1951 
law, expiraticn dates are now 
coming due. On Jan. 1, normal 
individual income taxes will drop 
10 per cent and at the same 
time the excess profits tax will 
end, meaning a loss of revenue

That type of sales tax 
long has been a pet project of 
affluent interests who want to 
shift emphasis to sales taxes, 
which fall heaviest. upon the 
person of low income, and away 
from income taxes based on 
ability to pay. .

On Jan. 1 also there fis an 
automatic increase in the social 
security tax, a jump from 1% 
to 2 per cent in the employer- 
employe tax, and fiom 242 to 3 
per cent for self-employed.

Congress. If it is not postponed, 
it then would wipe out for many 
millions of small taxpayers the 
10 per cent reduction in normal 
income taxes.

“When I joined the Treasury 
Department in 1945 I strongly 
opposed the system of occupa- 
tion currency which allowed 
huge leakages of dollars through 
United States Army personnel.
